Most Menlo Park Retailers Favor Cutting 
Of Tariff, Women Voters’ Survey Shows 


Tariff reduction on imported 
goods was favored by 62 per cent 
of the Menlo Park retailers inter 
viewed in a recent foreign trade | 
survey by the League of Wome: 
Voters of Menlo Park. Thirty per 
cent were neutral on the subject 
and eight per cent were opposed to 
any reduction of tariff. These re 
sults of the study of imports in lo 
cal retail trade were released to-| 
day by Mrs. C. S. Duncan, chair-| 
man of the league’s workshop on/| 
foreign trade. 

More than 50 mercuants in 
18 different categories of retail- 
ing were interviewed by league 
members in the survey limited 
to the city boundaries of Men- 
lo Park. 

Several stores in each classifi 
cation, from toys to building sup- 
plies, were visited except when 
there was only one of a kind. The| 
local league’s project is part of a| 


|lo Park retail trade; these includ 
| ed some clothing articles and home 
furnishings such as china, glass- 
ware and decorative objects. 

Imporis were mainly in three 
classes: specialty products of oth- 
er countries such as Swiss watch 
es and Belgian laces: non-luxury 
articles made abroad cheaply en 
ough to compete with domestic 
products in price and quality: 
English bicycles, artists’ supplies, 
etc., and commodities which this 
country cannot or does not pro 
duce: tropical products, silk.

In this class there was evidence 
of an unsatisfied demand for im

Atherton Prof Hits ‘Trend to Conformity’ 
As Basic Threat to American Freedom 


“If the trend toward conformity 
continues in this country, the basic 
distinction between the free world 
and the world of communism will 
become obliterated. The major dif- 
ference between our worlds is not 
that of capitalism versus socialism. 
It is something much more basic: 
it is the difference between free 
dom of dissent on the one hand 
and conformity through fear on 
the other.” 


So said Dr. Samuei D. Thurman 
Jr., 63 Linden avenue, Atherton, 
in a talk before Stanford universi- 
ty alumni at the university’s 23rd 
annual alumni conference, held at 
Stanford campus Saturday. 

Thurman is a professor of law 
at the university. Title of his talk 
was, “Are We Free to Dissent?” 

“Free minds, minds that are 
not afraid to question and per- 
haps dissent from current ortho- 
doxy, in all fields of human en- 
deavor, are the only hope for so- 
lutions to our most perplexing 
problems. This has been the ex- 
perience of mankind to date and 
there is no reason to believe fu- 
ture problems will be solved any 
differently. 


“Unfortunately,” Thurman con- 
tinued, “there are indications to- 
day that too many of us are fear- 
ful of the belief that we do not 
share, fearful that many of our 
pre-conceived ideas may have to 
compete with new theories. Al- 
though it would’ be difficult to 
claim that ours is no longer a free 
country, there is clearly detecta- 
ble today a trend toward conformi- 
ty and away from the freedoms 
which have distinguished this 
country from the © totalitarian 
worlds. 

INDIRECT PRESSURES 

“Conformity here results for the 
most part from indirect pressures 
rather than from direct restric- 
tions on the right to differ but the 
pressures are nonetheless real and 
effective,” the law professor ob- 
served. “The labelling as ‘disloyal’ 
of those who criticize majority 
views is perhaps the most com- 
mon manifestation. 

“Loyal criticism of any aspect 
of our own government is becom 
ing less politic. Association with 
new projects is often discouraged 
by the fear that 10 years from 
now such association will be judg- 
ed in retrospect. 

“Study of world government, 
believed by many thoughtful, 
patriotic Americans, to be our 
one last hope for survival, sug- 
gests in some quarters an affin- 
ity for communism. 

“The efforts of foundations to 
improve international understand- 
ing have been instrumental 
bringing charges of subversion or 
at least socialism from certain

quarters,” the Atherton man said. 

“Interest in Nehru and his all- 
important part of the world must 
be circumspect, for ‘India has not 
fully allied itself with us in our 
fight against communism.’ To ar- 
gue against the defense of Formo- 
sa or to suggest the dangers of re- 
troactive fallout from atomic bomb 
experiments is sufficient proof of 
subversion to many. 
SUSPICIONS 

“Particularly suspect is the cri- 
tic of those who set themselves 
up as the leaders in the fight 
against communism or the critic 
of un-American methods of com- 
bating subversion,’ Thurman con- 
tinued. 


“But despite these mounting 
pressures toward conformity free- 
dom to differ does still exist in 
this country and the more corag- 
eous in our midst have not been 
discouraged. 

“The task confronting us today 
is to reverse the trend of recent 
years and recognize that our way 
of life will differ from that of the 
totalitarian world only so long as 
we do preserve our freedom to dis 
sent.”

Dr. Thomas Gets 
National Award 
At Detroit Meeting 


DETROIT (Special) —Dr. Moyer 

Thomas of Stanford Research 
Institute is the first recipient of 
the Frank A. Chambers award 
presented by the Air Pollution 
Control association. 

The presentation was made last 
night at the Sheraton-Cadillac ho- 
tel, Detroit, during the associa- 
ticn’s annual meeting. 

Named for the late head of the 
smoke inspection and abatement 
department of Chicago and a pi- 
oneer in air research, the award 
was made to Dr. Thomas principal- 
ly for his development of the Tho- 
mas Autometer, a recording in- 
strument for the analysis and mea- 
surement of sulfur dioxide in the 
air. 

Dr. Thomas joined SRI’s air

NEW OUTLOOK 


There are two extremes in the handling of public tax funds, 
neither of which is the right way to do the job. 
At one end of the scale, of course, is the spendthrift policy 


L of squeezing every possible nickel out of the taxpayer to place 
* marble bird-baths at 20-foot intervals in all city parks. At the other 
end is the extreme of tight-fistedness, with elected officials so 


we mt me ont as ee Ae 


sparing of the taxpayer's money that the purpose for which he 


pays taxes fails of accomplishment. An example might be if the 
Menlo Park city council refused to hire more than one police- 


man to protect the entire community. 


Somewhere between the extremes is the proper place for a 


taxing policy, and it is the job of elected public officials to deter- 


mine the exact point on the scale. 


No one can say with absolute conviction just where stingi- 


ness turns into prodigality. There is a wide area where reason- 
able men can differ sincerely. So long as the public’s essential 
work is done with reasonable effect and without unduly burden- 
ing the taxpayer, there is little call for sharp criticism. 

Menlo Park has for years been operating well within this 
zone of efficiency. But we think that our city fathers have, at 
times, leaned a little too far toward the area of stinginess. 


For eight years in a row, the city has cut its tax rate at a 


time when all other agencies were increasing theirs. And City 
Manager C. L. Longson has kept all city departments well within 
the slim hudgets covered by these taxes. This, certainly, is ad- 
mirable administration and noteworthy sensitivity to the tender 
_nerves of the taxpayer's purse. 

But has our city, in pursuing this careful course, failed 
in some of its responsibilities? Our city council, itself, is 
beginning to ask this question and to take another look at its 
policies. We think such a re-evaluation is called for. 

This week before the council there was a discussion of trash 
and of traffic. Is it not the city’s responsibility to maintain recep- 
tacles for trash that otherwise blows about the streets? And is it 
not the city’s job to maintain pedestrian crosswalk signs even 
though careless motorists knock them down faster than they can 


be repaired? 


The city has tried the crossing signs in the past and given up. 
As for trash cans, the only ones in town of recent years were 
provided as a public service project by the local Veterans. of 


Foreign Wars. 


In such relatively minor matters, council policy seems to be 
swinging, now, to a less tight-fisted policy. We are glad to see it. 


Last week there were other — 


and bigger — straws indicating 


a shift in the wind. 

Menlo Park is applying to Uncle Sam for free title to three- 
quarters of an acre of Stanford Village land that would square 
off the present civic center area, Free title to a parcel appraised 
at something like $25,000 certainly would be good economy. for 


the community, but the government puts a proviso on the deal. 


Before the application can be approved, the city must show 


how it intends to finance construction of a public library on the 


parcel within 18 months, and such a building would cost some 


$70,000. 


The council asked itself whether the funds should come from 


a bond issue, which could spread the cost over many years, or 


from direct taxes that could supply the funds, without strain, in 


two years, 


An answer was 


needed immediately, and the council chose 


the direct-tay route. 


Heretofore, Menlo Park never has gone into any major im- 
provement not financed through bonds or in subventions from 


the state. In adopting a new approach in this instance, the coun- 
cil knew it was opening the door to other proposals, other worthy 
projects that might be financed in the same way. Henceforth it 
no Jonger can lean on a

At lost week’s informal council 
| meeting the principal topic of dis- 
cussion was our provision for cap- 
ital outlays. 
| The subject developed as a re- 
sult of the possibility we might 
require about three-quarters of an 
acre of land on Ravenswood ave- 
nue for library purposes without 
cost, provided we constructed a 
library building on the site within 
18 months of the date of acquisi- 
ion. 

Expiration of our lease on the 
present library building in less 
than 18 months was another 
reason to consider possible me- 
thods of financing the construc- 
tion of a permanent building. 

A library building with about 
5000 to 6000 square feet of floor 
space is considered adequate for 
the city’s needs for some years 
ahead. The cost of such a building 
would be something on the order 
of $70,000 to $75,000. 

There are three possible me- 
thods of financing the building: 
by bond issue, by pay-as-you-go, 
and by lease-purchase. 

30nd issue and lease-purchase 
costs would be somewhat compar- 
able, and would amount to about 
2 cents per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation annually for 20 years on the 
tax rate. (Later years may produce 
a drop in the tax rate if assessed 
valuations should increase sub- 
stantially). Pay-as-you-go would 
require about 121% cents on the 
tax rate for each of two years. 

One objection to the bond is- 
sue method is that the amount 
of money involved is relatively 
small and may not justify the 
cost of holding an election and 
incurrence of charges for legal 
work and printing and issuance 
of the bonds. 

Also invariably only a small mi- 
nority of the registered voters de 
termine the fate of a bond issue, 
and one “no” vote has as much 
weight as two “yes,” making the 
nmprovement dependent upon the 
will of a very small minority. This 
seems perhaps proper in the case 
of large outlays, but somewhat 
questionable in the case of small 
ones such as this. 

Lease-purchase consists of en- 
tering into a long term lease for 
construction and use of a building, 
with the option of purchasing at 
intervals of time on a decreasing 
price basis related to depreciation. 

The objection here is that we 
are obligating revenues of fu- 
ture years in about the same | 
way as does a bond issue, with- 
out submitting this long term 
contractural obligation to the 
voters, 

However, these long term pay- 
ments must be made inside the le 
gal tax rate limit instead of out- 
side as in the case of bond inter- 
est and redemption. 

Pay-as-you-go is usually consid- 
ered the soundest method of fi- 
nancing capital inprovements. The 
principal objections are first that 
it is usually too slow a way to ob 
tain needed improvements, and 
second that it requires present 
taxpayers to provide a_ facility 
that will be enjoyed by future tax 
payers without any cost to them. 

One advantage usually ascrib- 
ed as the most important for 
pay-as-you-go is that it involves 
no interest payment. This to me 
is a fallacy, for if you take the 
money from a taxpayer now for 
an improvement instead of let- 
ting it go to bond, you are de- 
priving him of the interest he 
could have earned on that mon- 
ey to offset the bond interest. 

To my mind the strongest argu 

ment for pay-as-you-go is that you 
do not build up future fixed char 
ges for the taxpayers which are in 
flexible in times of severe depres 
sion when taxpayers need all the 
relief you can give. 

In other words, pay-as-you-go is 
painful enough to thwart overly 
extravagant Improvement pro 
rams.

25 Years Ago: 


Injury Spurs Plea 
To End Speeding 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community: 

May 23, 1930: 

“Miss Myrtle May, well known 
local girl, had a narrow escape 
from death about 5 o’clock this af- 
ternoon when she was run down 
by a car . ... Miss May was cross- 
ing the highway, according to wit- 
nesses when the car which was 
traveling south at a high rate of 
speed crashed into her .. . 

“In a vain endeavor to miss the 
lady (the driver) pulled his car 
to the left ,it is thought, and thus 
struck another Chevrolet coup be- 
longing to R. G. Nahmens which 
was parked... 

“Miss May was thrown quite a 
distance, but was able to assist 
those who rushed to her aid in 
getting up from the street... 

“The highway through Menlo 
Park is universally used as a 
speed way by many drivers, and 
when it is considered that the 
crossing at Santa Cruz avenue is 
one of the most dangerous along 
the Peninsula, popular opinion as- 
serts that it is high time to put a 
stop to speeding. Cars go through 
the business district, daily at high 
speed, and it is not unusual to see 
a speed maniac go through town 
at 1 or 2 o'clock in the morning at 

a speed of 65 to 70 miles and hour. } 
It was remarked on the street at 
the time of this accident that 
something should be done about | 
it and done at once.”

The stepped-up awareness of 
the needs for civil defense 
throughout the nation are being 
reflected in the current activities 
of Sequoia chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. Disaster prepara- 
tions have been brought up-to- 
date, and training courses imple- 
mented under the disaster prepar- 
edness and relief service, headed 
by Colonel Arvid Croonquist, USA 
retired. 

Along these generai lines was 
the disaster nurse-training confer- 
ence called into session by Mrs. 
Henry Leicester, nursing services 


chairman, at the chapter house 
on Middlefield road in Menlo 
Park. 


Conducted by Mrs. Sigrid H. 
Bullard, RN, nursing represent- 
ative for Central California of 
the American National Red 
Cross, the session was attended 
by 17 professional nurses from 
the field of public health, indus- 
trial, psychiatric, tuberculosis, 
and school nursing groups, as 
well as retired nurses who are 
now active homemakers. 

Preparedness for disaster, whe- 
ther of natural, accidental or war- 
time causes, the functions of nurs- 
es on call for disaster and how 

they would be alerted and assign- 
ed, and psychological first aid, 
with information on the symp- 
‘toms of panic and methods of 
treatment, were subjects taken up

Adaptions of the various me 
thods for treating small children 
and babies were also demonstrat- 
ed and discussed. 


Exhibits arranged with the help 
of Mrs. Mason Ayer, nurse-disas- 
ter vice chairman, displayed a typ 
ical family food shelf and emerg- 
ency menues for disaster, and a 
comfort shelf showing the neces- 
sary materials to have in readiness 
for home shelters. 

A disaster first aid kit and 
improvised equipment for mak- 
ing formulas, dress and band- 
ages from materials available 
at home and in the field under 
emergency conditions, and how 
to set up ‘{solation units, also 
came in for consideration at the 
conference. 


Demonstrations for making sick 
room equipment from materials at 
hand were also made, and educa- 
tional pamphlets and materials 
vrovided by the home nursing and 
disaster nursing committees of 
the Red Cross were distributed. 

Miss Ruth Bishop, PHN, repre- 
senting the department of health 
nursing of San Mateo county, sum- 
marized the course at its close, 
pointing out that many of the sub- 
jects were not only useful in the 
event of disaster, but in everyday 
living as well. 

Mrs. Andrew Yakas, RN, 
man for home care of the sick 
classes at the chapter, explained 
how lay people could be trained 
for disaster by taking the Red 
Cross course. This is one of the 
responsibilities placed upon Red 
Cross by civil defense. 

Lay people, with this training, 
are an invaluable aid to doctors 
and nurses in times of emergency, 
as well as those who have taken 
first aid, Gray Lady and volunteer 
nurses’ aide training. 

Another disaster-nurse training 
course will be given in the fall.

An espaliered fruit tree has con- 
siderable ornamental and econom- 
| ice value, and a pear tree, which 
| grows so well in Menlo Park, tops 
the list as the easiest of all varie- 
ties to train. Excellent also are 
apples. 

The plants occupy little space, 
and the fruit is superior. It is easy 
to spray, prune and cultivate an 
espaliered tree, and trained against 
a wall or fence they are handsome 
ornaments. While apple and pear 
trees are most often used, loquat 
and lemon trees also take well to 
a restricted form. I have used 
large shrubs the same way, and 
had good success with pyracantha 
in the sun, viburnum suspensum 
in the shade.

Twice during the 
summer, when soft new growth is 
8-1 inches long, it must be cut 
back to within three or four leaves 
of the spur. Cutting back year af- 
ter year to old wood causes the 
formation of a spur, which pro- 
duces fruit. This is why apples and 
pears do so well, as fruit is carried 
on spurs that are often 20 years 
old. 

It is important to carry out a 
regular fruit tree spray program. 
Because of the small size, the trees 
are easy to spray. The soil around 
the trees should be cultivated, but 
they may not need feeding if the 
planting hole has been enriched 
with rotted manure. 

PLANTING 

These can be planted now if 
they are in cans, or in the winter 
bare rooted. 

They need good, well-drained 
soil. Do. not plant the trees flat 
against a wall, as they need air 
circulation. When tying the tree 
to a support, make certain each 
spring the ties are not cutting into 
the enlarged wood.
